of information contained in and relating to said packetized telephone calls or relating to 
said endpoints.

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Claim 25 (new): The apparatus of claim \£0, wherein said call controller is configured to 
operate in accordance with at least one of \ list of protocols comprising MEGACO, 
Session Initiation Protocol, Media Gatewa^Control Protocol, and H.323 protocol. 



Claim 26 (new): The apparatus of claim 20, wherein said call controller and said 
application computer further comprise a telephoW application programming interface to 
identify said information communicated between\aid call controller and said application 
computer. \ 
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
